Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Mr. Marcus' Made For Hardcore Episode 1 is classified as:

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified in video format by the Office of 
Film and Literature Classification. The video recording with the title Mr. Marcus' Made For Hardcore 
Episode 1 (OLFC No. 401714) was classified "Objectionable exceptif the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years", with the descriptive 
note "Contains explicit sex scenes". This decision was registered on 9 November 2004. 

In addition to the feature the DVD has two notices, an "outtakes" segment, and three trailers. The 
"outtakes" segment is simply a repeat of the last four and a half minutes of the feature 
(approximately). The notices and trailers on the DVD are essentially identical to those on the 
video recording. There are therefore no grounds for altering the classification given to the original 
publication. 
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
